FAREWELL ADDRESS 

Of Rev. Mr. Speer, Missionary to the Chinese, 
on Sabbath Evening, April 5, previous to his 
departure on a visit to the East. 

Exodus 20: 8,10. Remember the Sabbath day to 
keep it holy. * * The seventh day is the 
Sabbath? of the Lord thy God: in it thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, * * nor the 
stranger that is within thy gates. 

The stranger that was within the gates 
of the Israelite was, first, the domestic of 
his household. There were many such 
strangers—Egyptians that came with the 
nation when they were brought forth with 
power by their t“IAm; Midianites 
picked up at the back side of Horeb ; 
Gibeonites, that voluntarily became their 
hewers of wood, and drawers of water ; 
multitudes of the conquered nations and 
their children, and the children of their 
females, slaves bought, or captives—Israel 
appears to have been like America, filled 
with various foreign people, who had be- 
come constituent parts of its social system. 
The second elass of strangers was the re- 
ligious “ proselytes,” who were divided 
into two kinds, the proselytes of the 
gate,” who adopted the merely patriarchal | 
features of Judaism, especially the worship 
of the One True God, and the observation 
of the seven precepts said by tradition to 
have been derived from Noah ; and the 
“‘proselytes of Justice,” or those who re- 
ceived circumcision, washing with water, 
and the whole {ceremonial law. Many 
Romans, Greeks and other Gentiles, in 
the days of Christ, belonged to the “ 
selytes, and were zealous of tne law, 
building synagogues, and performing other 
works of righteousness. Still another 
class of strangers was the throng that un- 
ceasingly traversed Judea, i 
tween the various parts of Asia, Europe, 
and Africa, as merchants, travellers, phi- 
losophers, or soldiers ; for the remarkable 
location of this land, made it a kind of 
“pass” between the great Continents, a 
thoroughfare of the commerce and warfare 
of the ancient world: It will be seen at 
once, then, how vast an influence on the 
religious systems of antiquity, must have 
been exerted by the single senten@ée which 
required that no false ideas of liberality, 
in respect to the idolatrous opinions of all 
these “strangers,” should excuse their ob- 
servation of this most noticeable, and ob- 
trusive precept of the laws of the land ; 
but that the Sabbath must be kept by the 
“stranger within its gates.” 

The mamner in which the Sabbath was 
kept must have powerfully impressed the 
strangers within the gates of house, or 
city, or temple. The pnblic and the pri-

Justice to tHe Younc.—The Lords 
Justices were engaged the other day, in 
settling the question whether a boy of ten 
years of age, the nephew of the Roman 
Catholic Lord Stourton, should be left to 
the Protestant education of his mother, 
or should be consigned to the case of tu- 
tors provided by his Roman Catholie un- 
ele. It appears that both the father, who 
died several years ago, and the mother, 
who survives, were originally Roman Cath- 
olicks: but the widowed Mrs. Stourton 
joined the Church of England in 1852, and : 
has since that time educated her son in 
the Protestant faith. The will of the fa- 
ther made no provision for such an event, 
and the uncle, though perfectly aware of 
his sister-in-law’s conversion, never inter- 
fered till now. We are glad to say the 
Lords Justices decided in favor of the mo- 
ther. This was a clearer case than that of 
the girl Race, decided a few weeks ago. 
In giving the child to the care of the mo- 
ther, the judges acted upon the Protest- 
ant principle of leaving the care of the 
child in the hands of the guardian whom 
God iff nature had assigned. Nay, they 
went a step further: they had an inter- 
view with the boy himself, and finding 
that, young as he is—not quite ten years 
of age—he had an intelligent apprehen- 
sion of the various grounds of difference 
between the antagonist churches, with a 
very decided reference for the Protestant.

Macavtay’s History or Enoranp.—A 
correspondent of one of the daily papers 
of New York says: The fifth volume of 
Macauley’s History of England is said 
to be nearly 8 
may be expected in It wi i 
— down to the death of Wil 
liam III., in 1702. Macaulay is in bis 
fifty-seventh year, with indifferent health. 
He is said to have arrived at the conelu- 


sion, already drawn by the public, that it 


is wholly useless to continue, the idea of 
writing a History of England down to 
such a recent date as he originally intend- 
ed. When two volumes firste appeared, 
nearly nine years ago, he announced that 
he purposed ‘to write a History of Eng- 
land from the accession of King James 
the Second, down to a time which is 
within the memory of men still living.’ 
That is, down to the end of the American 
War, in 1783—exactly the concluding pe- 
riod of Lord Mahon’s (now Earl of Stan- 
hope) History. In nine years, Macauley 
has written the annals, the close of James’ 
reign, and only the opening nine years of 


the reign of William and Mary. At this 


slow rate, it would take ninety-one addi- 
tional volames, and ninety-one more A 
to bring the work down to 1783. There- 
fore, it is said he has been ed to 
close his history at at the death of Queen 
Anne, in 1714—the actual close of the 


Stuart’dynasty as reigning monarchs.”

Testimony found among the Ruins. 
Upon the next pege of this number we pub- 
lish an argument copied from the last, but un- 
dying, work of Hugh Miller, one of the massive 
minds of Scotland. It draws from the rocks 
that rib the earth an argument confirma, 
tory of the Scripture declaration, that man 
was made in the Image of God.” It is more 
customary to find this confirmation in the moral 
than it is in the esthetic nature of man. In 
impulses of man, philosophers and theologians 
seem to discover the confirmation which they 
seek. In the class of feelings usually termed by 
mental philosophers, “ malevolent,” on account! 
of their universal perversion and evil action, 
we may find an interesting argument to the 
same effect. We take a single instance: An- 
ger is ascribed to the Deity; and as an original 
principle in man, it is not only not sinful, but 
with a right state of heart, conditions may be 
farnisbed where its exercise is just and holy, 
so that in it man shall be found to resemble 
God, and so that there is room for the injunc- 
tion, Be ye angry and sin not.“ On account 
of the perversion by reason of which this is 
universally classed as a malevolent principle, 
wo have weed very carefully to define. Anger 
is that just resentment which arises against 
wrong and injury. It becomes sinfal when 
either it resents some ‘interference with our. 
selves without reference to the right or wrong 
ol such interference, and then it is unreasona- 
ble; or when it is cherished, when it rests in 
the bosom of base fools, when it studies injury 
to its objent, and becomes malice. Then it has 
the quality of the actions of demons. Much 

that is called anger is merely malice. _ 

Strictly speaking, anger can arise only in 
just and noble minds. It resents injury, not 
so much because it is injury, as because it is 
wrong. It prompts not so much to retaliation 
and injury in turn, as to contempt and pity, 
ending in acquiescence in the monopoly of ret- 
ribution by him who has said, “ Vengeance is 
mine.” Those who have no quickening, con» 
trolling sense of justice themselves, cannot kin- 
dle against an action with a lively sense of its 


wrong. Only those who are accustomed to 


feel keenly. in regard to this quality in their 
own actions, can do so in regard to the actions 
of others. Hence, anger, justly defined, beto- 
kens a noble mind. It is the rising of a great 
soul against an exhibition of wrong and infa- 
my, whoever be the sufferer, and bowever the 
deed results. It contemplates mostly the moral 
character of actions, It is the swelling wave 
of indignation in a soul that is noble and gen- 
erous, It is alloyed with no overmastering de- 
sire to injure. Hence the terrible power in 
the anger of a just man. The anger of such 
an one as Washington burned like prarie fire, 


consuming everything before it. Before it 


guilty men quail down like a tiger before the 
eyeof man. By it one can chase a thousand, 
and two put ten thousand to flight. It is the 
weapon of the Almighty put into the hands of 


a single man in the right, against a league in 


the wrong.. It is this quality of anger that 
makes it so terrible when ascribed to the Holy 
God. It respects alone the quality of actions 
rather than injary sustained. The strongest 
phrase that embodies burning fire of retribu- 
tion against scornfal man is this: The wrath 
of the Lamb.” Known to be perfectly just, it 
admits no answering emotion but fear; no re- 
turn but cowering submission. God's anger is 
terrible above all human anger or malice armed 
with firebrands, in proportion as God is pure 
above the bosom of man. Men are to seek His 
love before His anger be kindled but a little. 
It is easy to separate malice from anger. 
It is anger resting in the bosom of fools, It 
_ ie “a disposition to injure without cause.“ 
As it springs not from a sense of integrity vio- 
lated, it requires not justice for reconciliation. 
As malice is provoked without cause, so it 
changes its subjects by its own laws. It sim- 
ply contemplates injury. It is allied not toa 
single noble passion. . 
Anger, then, when we have separated the 
idea from its perversion, is a quality which in 
just and holy exercise, as prompted by hatred 
of wrong and directed against sinful conduct, 
allies mao to his Maker. It is one of the high 
principles that dwell in the hosom of God. It 
is morally possible for man to be “ angry and 
sin not.” Thus among the very ruins of ho- 
man nature, we find traces of divinity. On 
the fallen frieze work and molding of the 
temple, we discover the bues of heaven. In 
every part, man was made in the image of his 
Maker. He is not a hybrid, with half his na- 
ture lifted to heaven, and the rest prone upon 
the earth or the waters. In the passions of His 
mind God made him like Himself, to hate and 
abbor the serpent form and livid hues of sin. 
In his ready rising indignation against wrong, 
he but echoes the beart-pulses of his Maker. 
The coals of fire that consume the incensed 


prophet, are not all unholy beat. The burning 


breath, ofa just beart, was breathed into it by 
the Almighty. In every part and lineamest, 


man was made after a divine similitude, and 


his nature, like God's, adapted to meet the cir- 
cumstances of sin and wrong in the universe, 
as well us of right and justice, truth and love. 

Then, again, though every out-going of man 
is tainted with sin, his anger may be as holy 
as any other. Wherever a nation is crushed 
under the iron heel ; wherever wrong and out- 
page manifest themselves or are met, it is duty 
and proof of undissembled manhood, to resent 


tem indignantly. Only the bad man can take 


a bad man to his heart, or look on his deeds 
with the smirk of complacency. Personal fa- 


vor ought not to remove the aversion which 


mit any compromise. The discovery 


guiltsbould inspire: it will not where integ- 
rity keeps the approaches to the heart. Light 
can hold no fellowship with darkness, nor ad- 
that one 
is a bad man, while it does not debar pity or 
charity, forever forbids friendship in an honor- 


able mind. A great gulf is set so soon as 


. 


ever the discovery is made. The man of guilt 
is fully aware of the separating distance, and 
is himeelf the last to seek to retrace it, when 
aware that his character is once understood. 


His resort is unto his own kind. Bat again, 
uo passion is more in danger of abuse than 


this. It is the resort of the sectary. Under 
the eye of the Master of love, there were those 
who would call down fire from heaven upon 
such as went not with them. It is the re- 
sort of the pretender to virtue, who thinks to 
gain credit for integrity by lashing himself to 


. ſoam against the vices of a guilty age. It 
is dangerons fire to take into our hosom, lest

an unholy heat vonsume us. Be justly angry 


against wrong, but remember the injunction 
of ‘wisdom : Be ye angry and sin not.” 

And lastly, if anger in its pure meaning and 
holy use allies man to Deity, no passion more 


than it when perverted to malice, brings man 


into the image of the Arch fiend. The

licious man seems to us, of all poor beings on 
earth, the nearest of kin to thedevil, the cause of 


whose enmity against this world, no man, that 


we havelearned, has ever yet been able to disco- 


ver. Were we to endeavor to create an apotheo- 
sis of some instance of this kind, worthy of the 
genius of Dante;to wreathe into his pictures, 
wherewith to grace the regions of his fertile 


world is ever the same; and human nature 
furnishes, age after age, its specimens of true 
men; its mages in whom neither good nor evil 
predominate ; its fewer numbers, pre-eminent 
in baseness, as he in stature, who walked 
among his fellows in fields of smoking marl, 
with staff taller than Norwegian pine.

of, Dr. Obeevers burning, and indignant 
denunciations of the aggressive spirit of slave- 
ry in the land, and especially of the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, by which slavery 
is in effect deelared national, and a slave redu- 
ced, under national law, to the position of 3 
chattel; a small number, sixteen persons, of the 
Doctor's church, or congregation, prepared an 
address to him, requesting him to withdraw 
from the pastorate ef the ehurch : expressing 
friendly sentiments, but desiring that this step 
might be taken, in order that friendly personal 
relation, might still be retained.

A resolution was immedi- 
ately introduced, sustaining the pastor, and 
expressing the strongest confidence in him, 
and the warmest desire for the continuance of 
the pastoral relation. The resolution received 
an unanimous vote; not one of the signers of 
the request to Dr. Cheever voting against it, 
although many or all of them were present.

The house was crowded 
with an intelligent and appreciative audience, 
The performance gave great satisfaction.

On one side 
of the seal is a beautiful specimen of California 
quartz ; on the reverse, a figure of “ Justice,” 
carved in relief. The buckle contains the 
arms of the State of California. Seldom is it 
the good fortune of any one to retire from an 
official position with such universal good will 
of his fellow- citizens. 


San Francisco Post Orrick The Post- 
Master, Mr. Weller, publishes a card, in which 
he announces that on and after the first of July 
next, a reduction of 50 per cent. will be made 
upon the present rates of box-rent, which he 
says will bring them down lower than the rates 
charged at the principal offices in the Atlantic 
States. The rates will be, for Lock Box, one 
dollar per individual, per quarter,(three months) 
for Glass Box, seventy cents per quarter—two 
or more persons required fora box. He also 
announces that he will soon make arrangements 
to have the up-country mails opened immedi- 
ately upon arrival of the steamboats each night 


and assorted into the boxes. The office will 


also be kept open one hour after the arrival of 
the boats for the delivery of letters to all who 
may call at that time—say from 10 until 11 at 
night. Letter boxes or bags will also be placed 
on board the river steamers for receiving let- 
ters, as well as in conspicuous and convenient 
localities in the city. Arrangements will also 
be made for the delivery of letters at resi- 
idences or places of business to those who 
desire@t, at the additional cost of five cents for 
each letter. The Post-master adds: With 
these improvements and extended facilities, I 
know this office will be able to do as efficient 
service as Express Companies can, and there- 
fore it is expected an appreciating public will 
throw their correspondence into the legitimate 
channel provided by the General Government, 
and by thus sustaining and supporting this 
branch of public service, add to its general effi- 
ciency and their own accommodation.” 

It is but justice to this department to say, 
that the Post-office of San Francisco is one of 
most efficiently arranged and courteously con- 
ducted institutions that we ever-knew. An 
attentive and obliging spirit prevails through- 
out its management. . 

Festivat.—aA festival was given on Tues- 
day evening at the Pine street Baptist Church · 
Rev. Mr. Saxton’s. As many were in attend- 
ance as could conveniently get about in the 
house, and the affair passed off most pleasantly. 
This Church has recently been re-arranged and 
newly finished in the interior. It is now a con. 
venient and tastefal edifice. The Church, we 
understand, is making fair progress. | 

Repupiation.— We have admitted two arti- 
cles in favor of repudiation by this State.— 
We consider the question altogether the most 
important one before the people at the coming 
election. It is not a tenth part so important 
who shall be our Governor, as it is that we 
shall do right. It cannot be right that a peo- 
ple who suffered without injunction year after 
year, the accumulation of this debt should now 
refuse to pay it.

Tut Savines axp Loaw Socrery.—We have 
received, too late for examination, a cireular of 
a pew association, the object of which is suffi- 
ciently designated by its title. The names 
which have been mentioned to us as connected 
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Leap.— Among ich gold 
deposits of California, no one, for teh 
ance, can be re the great Blue Lead 
of Sierra Co. Tts range is from N. N. W., to 
S. 8. E.; 4 little diverging to the west, from 
a parallel to the Sierra Mountains, and is mark- 


ed its whole extent by its own pecali- 
river whose mighty waters, rushing down from 


high elevations, somewhere to the north, bore 
along vast quantities of fragments of demolish, 
ed gold-bearing quartz, scattering through its 
entire length to an undetermined distance to 
the south, the precious mineral, so coveted by 
men ; and there it has remained for thousands 
of years, waiting the advent of the human race, 
and the labor of adventurous Americans, to 
appropriate it to intelligent purposes. 

Everywhere, through the whole explored 
distance of this lead, parts of roots, branches, 
logs, and even whole trees are found, changed 
into a half coal formation, some, indeed, com, 
plete as pure lignite ; but never yet have any 
definite remains of animals, as bones, or shells, 
been obtained. On each side of the lead, the 
rock rises ia a distinct manner, like the banks 
ofariver. Between these banks lies the gold- 
bearing deposit of boulders, pebbles, gravel, 
and sand, of a uniform blue color. In depth, 
this deposit is from three, to twelve feet ; nev- 
er, so far as we have heard, more than this. 
In width, it may be, in a few places, a quarter 
of a mile, but generally, not over from three to 
five hundred feet. Above this, everywhere, 
lies a solid, compact, gray material, generally 
called cement, and often, lava; such as might 
result from a flood {of volcanic mud, heated 

asbes, sand, and water. Over this in succes- 
sive layers, lie deposits of real lava, and often, 
a vast, regular basaltic formation, more or less 
columnar in stracture; the whole rising in 
some places, twelve, or sixteen hundred, or 
even two thousand feet above the lead. Zhe 
old river ran lengthwise with the Sierra 
mountains, between different ranges; but 
after the great lava, and basaltic eraptions 
which filled up the channel, and the valley be- 
tween the mountains, in which the river flowed, 
and which was also probably connected with 
other geological changes, possibly the upheaval 
of the whole range, ten thousand feet higher 
than before, the waters took a new course, and 
flowed at right angles to the Sierras, directly 
across the channel of the old stream, and in 
time, gorged the side of the great range, with 
vast canons. These canons have been cut 
down in some places, two thousand feet lower 
than the level of the old river, leaving it to be 
traced distinctly, and easily, from mountain to 
mountain, as it enters on one side, and comes 
out ou the other; and again, at an exactly 
corresponding height, entering an opposite 
mountain and coming out still upon its oppo 
site side, and thus onward unlimitedly. 

Mining along this lead is carried on by tun- 
nelling from the sides of canons, under the high 
mouotain overlying it, till the lead is struck, 
and then drifting. Drifting, is merely picking 
away the pay-gravel, and running it out in 
carts, to be washed at the mouth of the tunnel 
At each point where the lead comes out or en- 
ters the mountain, a mining town has been lo- 
cated, often beautifully situated above the vast 
canon, beneath, and under the towering height 
above, upon a little bench, nestling into the 
side of the mountain. These tunnels are often 
very expensive, being driven through solid 
rock, which is sometimes harder than the 
hardest granite; and their length is commonly 
from five hundred, to twenty-four hundred 
feet. The average cost of the tunnels, 
may be safely estimated at fifteen thous- 
and dollars, while some have cost as high as 
fifty thousand. The number of the tunnels 
in Sierra county, so we were informed by Maj. 
Downie, of Downieville, one of the oldest, and 
most experienced of miners, is nearly eight 
hundred, on this lead, with about two hundred 
others, on other leads; making in all one thou- 
sand. These, at the average cost, make fifteen 
million dollars investment in tunnels, in one 
county. Such a fact as this, should serve to 
correct the impressions which many in the 
East, and in this state, have about mining. It 
absorbs in itself, a vast amount of capital. 

This lead was first strack, we believe, and 
discovered as one of great richness and extent, 
in 52, at Forest City. Only at this place had 
the canon been gorged by the river, just suffi- 
ciently low to lay bare the lead, and as the 
miners were washing in the bed of the ravine, 
they found that it payed well by going in un, 
der the bank. Pursuing their labor further 
and further into the bank, they at length 

changed their operations into regular tunnel’ 
img, and the direction of the lead being discov- 
ered, many other tunnels were commenced, and 
at every point at which the lead came out from 
under the mountain, towns sprung up, and all 
the features of permanent settlements were the 
result. 

This lead is clearly marked, beginning to- 
wards the south, at Moore’s flat; next north, 
crossing the immense canon of the Middle 
Yaba, it goes under) the mountain at Minne, 
sota; again it comes out at Chipps Flat. 
These two places are now connected by the 
tannels meeting in the centre of the mountain ; 
so that, in place of passing Over the high 
mountain, we took the tunnel track through, 
coming out four thousand six hundred feet (a lit- 
tle less than a mile) from the place of entrance. 
Crossing the canon of Kanaka creek, the lead 
again enters another mountain at Smith’s Fiat. 
Again it appearsat Forest City, at the bottom 
of the canon of Oregon Oreek, and passes on 
under mountains to the north. The next point 
where it comes out, on the south side of the 
North Yuba canon, ‘was, for a long time 
unknown, but it is certain now to be at City 
Six, yet the mining there is very limited. Be. 
tween these two last places, a distance of near 
five miles intervenes, and along a deep gorge, 
called Rock Creek, g large company, for two 
years, have been sinking wells, or shafts, to 
strike, if possible, the lead. Five shafts in all, 
have been sunk ; and finally, the desired lead 
has been found, after an expense of forty-two 
thousand dollars. The second week before 
our @isit, the company took out three thousand 
and three hundred dollars. We descended 
their shaft—two hundred and thirty feet deep, 
and passed around through their prospecting 
tunnels. It was very strange, to behold the 
evidence of so much energy and perseverance 

exhibited in searching so long, and at so great 
expense, for something so uncertain, in regard 
to position, as a lead in an old river channel, 
which might wind and bend in any direction, 
under the vast overlying mountains. Yet, 
perseverance is an important guarantee of suc- 
cess, and the result has rewarded well, the toil 
and risk. North of the canon of the North 
Yuba, the lead is not struck so soon again, as 
theory would lead one to expect ; yet, in about 
three miles, it appears at Monte Christo, one 
of the most elevated towns in the state, near 
seven thousand feet above the level of the 
ocean. Here, the great mountains are broken 
up into lofty peaks, irregular ranges, and vast 
canons, without the regularity found further 
south upon the lead, and the old channel is not 
so easily traced. Yet, at about another six 
miles, the lead is again struck at Sebastopol ; 
again, under Table Rock; again, over Poker 
Flat; next, some ten miles further at Staffs ; 
again, near the head of Americah Valley, on 
the North Feather; and no one can say, how 
much further it may still be traced.

tor there are evidently many oſſahoots from the 
old lead, which yield equally well, but of -less 
width. Also, different channels are occasion 


ally struck; some bigher than others, but 


more .oftep, nearly on a level, as if 
round old islabds; and it is difficult to te 
when the lead is really all worked out. The 
average daily returns to the workman on this 
lead, after a claim is folly opened, we should 
think may be from twelve to fifteen dollars a 
day. Yet the expense for opening is immense, 
and the risk and outlay are such, that to com- 
pare with ordinary business, the returns must 
be large. To the south, we presume, that, in 
a thorough geological survey of the mining re- 
gions, the lead could be traced, in a regular 
manner, to a distance much beyond the points 
yet known. Certain it is, that to the south of 
Moore’s Flat, mines of very similar features, 
are being worked, especially at Alpha, at 
Datch Flat, at Iowa Hill, and at Cement Hill 
near Georgetown. At this last place, all the 
features most exactly correspond to those of 
the lead at the north, except the width of the 
lead. Above Placerville also, at Smith’s Flat 
are similar features; but no- farther south, so 
far as we know. This immense lead we consi- 
der the most valuable known in California; 
though the great marble range of Tuolamne 
Co., beginning with Kincaid Flat, and passing 
through Sonora, Shaw’s Flat, Springfield, Col. 
umbis, Vallecito, Douglass Flat, to Murphy's, 
in Calaveras Co. may well compete with it for 
the palm. „ 
Marysville Correspondence. 
Marysvitte, June 20th, 1857. 

Eprrors Pactrtc :—I bave but few items of 
which I wish to speak at this time. The “Vi- 
gilant Fire Company, No. 9, from your city, 
have visited this city this week, and were en- 
tertained by the fire companies of our city, in 
very excellent style. I should judge from ap- 
pearances, that they enjoyed the occasion 
hugely, and pretty generally had a high time. 
They, with the Marysville companies, marched, 
and countermarched through the city, arrayed 
in their uniform, and with banners flying, to 
the music of an excellent band. They dined, 
and supped, and judging from outward mani- 
festations, drank something stronger, and less, 
pure than Adam's ale. The “ Vigilants” 
could hardly have been more freely welcomed, 
or sumptuously treated. Our citizens furnish- 
ed the “material” aid, to the amount (it is re- 
ported) of twenty-six hundred dollars ($2.600). 

We will not complain of this, though it 
seems, to us, unwise prodigality, provided 
the same liberality be exhibited in every wor- 
thy cause; say, for instance, in observing the 
Fourth of July, our national holiday. But 
should our Council vote half this sum for the 
fit observance of a day so sacred, will there 
not be some murmuring? Let-us see. Yes- 
terday morning about lo’clock, a fire broke 
out in the lower part of the city, burning half 
a block, or more, of buildings. The wind blew 
strongly from the south, and at one time, the 
building, io which is the printiog office of the 
Express, was in imminent danger; bat through 
persevering exertion, the fire was conquered, 
the building saved, and little injury sustained. 
The “ Vigilantes” worked nobly, and since 
their departure are still lauded for their manly 
conduct during the fire. 

The barley and wheat harvests have com- 
menced in this vicinity. One piece of wheat 
on Mr. Coviland's ranch, about half a mile 
east of the city, stands thick on the ground ; 
straw short, but heads of a fair size, and I 
should judge, from a few heads I plucked from 
it, and shelled, that it will give a good yield: 
A field of barley on Mr. Nye’s ranch (divided 
from Mr. C's by the road), he thinks will yield 
him seventy bushels per acre. The “Cbili 
clover,” which affords excellent pasture, is still 
growing finely along the Yuba, notwithstand- 
ing the hot sun, and drying winds. 

When I compare this state of things, with 
that of the Atlantic States, where, if only the 
heavens have been closed, and the clouds have 
refused to water the earth for but three or 
four weeks, it seems wonderfal. I know not 
how to account for it except it be in the supe. 
rior quality of the soil. The “Queen City 
Mills ” have received wheat of this years crop. 
paying 31¢ cents per pound. 

The Wagon Road Committee for the Nor- 
thern counties, have visited Honey Lake Val- 
ley, and this morning their report was submit 
ted to the public, through the city press. The 
road they recommend, lies by way of Rabbit 
Oreek to American Valley. The report says, 
This route offers superior facilities for a good 
emigrant and stage road;” and suggests 
“That at the earliest moment, a plan, or pro- 
ject be entered into, either by a company, or 
by joint action of the citizens, from Marysville 
to Honey Lake, to prosecute this great work 
with all dispatch.”

Tan Go.pen Friesce.—This fine clipper 
ship which reached this port on Sanday last, 
having heaved-to to take in a pilot, almost im- 
mediately struck on the east side of the North 
Shoal, about four miles from Point Bonita.

It was soon, how- 
ever, pumped out, and little injury sustained 
by the ship.

The Chronicle states that this is the se- 
cond ship of the same name with- the same 
owners, that has met with se serious a mishap, 
within the last. three years, and that, too, at 
points but four or five miles apart from each 
other. The first ship, Golden Fleece, was lost 
on the rocks near Fort Point about three years 
ago, in beating out of the harbor, and this 
vessel was immediately built by Messrs. Weld 
& Co., and named after her unfortanate prede- 

cessor, and now, in her second voyage to this 
port, she meets with a disaster that came within 
a hair’s breadth of proving as serious as that 
which oecurred to her namesake.

you tequested; but I now veptare to break 
the pilenee, to speak of a few contained 
in the last number of your interesting paper. 

An item of very striking interest, was the 
arrival of the Morning Star at the Sandwich 
Islands. My interest in that event is much 
enhanced from my eonfidence in that enter- 
prise; from the history of those islands; and 
from some facts that have come up with the 


recollections of my childhood. Wben quite 


young, I was presented with a book, entitled, 
New England Scenes, in which was an engra- 
ved representation of the departure of the first 
missionaries from New Haven, Oonn., for the 
Sandwich Islands, and an account of it. These 
and other scenes of a similar character made a 
strong impression upon my mind. They were 
brought up when, a few yéars since, it was an- 
nounced that the Sandwich Islands were no 
longer in need of assistance from the Mission- 
ary Society, the church having become a self- 
sustaining one. And now, that early scene is 
again brought to mind by the arrival of the 

ionary ship, and the account of her recep- 
tion by the adult population, and especially of 
the children, who, it appears, are among the 
numerous body of stockholders. I regard the 
building and sending ont of that ship as the 
inception of an enterprise that will prove te be 
of vast utjlity; and, as this vessel has taken 
her place in the Occident, I shall be glad to 
learn that another is to be undertaken for the 
Orient. Let us hope that the day is rapidly 
approaching, when christian philanthropy will 
no longer De outvied by worldly enterprise, 
The blessing of the Lord in the conver- 
sion of some of those on board the ship is 
worthy of notice. 

Another fact of interest, is the notice of the 
anniversary of the Sabbath School Union of 
San Francisco. There does indeed, seem to 
be a union of Christian feeling and interest 
on the Pacific coast, not everywhere to 
be found. It appears that in your city, 
children of churches having a diversity of 
names, but of the same spirit, and a com. 
mon interest, meet together for mutual ad- 
var tage; and the blessing of the Lord will 
certainly attend the effort, and those concerned 
in its promotion. The prctracted union of 


two branches of the Christian Church in this 


state, and the recent addition of another 
branch, must ever be a source of gratification 
to all liberal-minded Christians thus connected. 
There is much in the circumstances of Califor- 
nia life to take the edge from sectional preja- 
dice. We have a people here from every por- 
tion of the Union, and of the world, united in 
a body politic, and sustaining the relations of 
neighbors ; and false impressions, though long, 
and even tenderly cherished, must give way. 
Narrow-mindedness is always built upon nar. 
row foundation; and information and acquaint- 
ance, with any disposition to charitable con- 
struction, must dissipate it. 

There is yet another subject upon which 
more difference of opinion exists. I allude to 
the article copied from the Central @hristian 
Herald, treating upon the action of the Com- 
mittee of the Home Missionary Society. I 
am not so clear that this action is warrantable. 
I once doubted the propriety of a Christian 
joining a slaveholding church if opposed to 
slavery upon principle; but a change has been 
wrought in my views, aod I beg leave to state 
very briefly how it occurred. 

Born and educated in a New England State, 
I imbibed from various sources, very disterted 
views of the system of slavery, as existing in 
the United States: and observation has fully 
convinced me that thousands of others have 
done the same. Subsequently, it fell to my lot 
to spend several years in a slave state, when 
my opinions became much modified. During 
my residence there, I was led to make a public 
profession of religion at a series of meetings 
held by the Presbyterian church in the place 
where I resided. 1 went so far as to believe 
that God bad, for Christ's sake, forgiven my 
sins, and to determine that by His grace I 
would in the future, endeavoar to live in His 
service; and I went to work with some earn- 
estness. The question then came up, whether 
I should join the church ; and it was a serious 
one, for my former objections were in the 
way. After much reflection, I came to the 
conclusion, that since God had made the 
charch gn instrament of good to me, I might, 
and ought to be added toit. I was received 
into the church, and I continued to be a mem- 
ber for three years. Now it may be that I 
erred, first, in the important matter of my 
own spiritual condition ; or secondly, in be 
coming connected with that church, neither of 
which have ever given me any trouble, though 
I know much of my own unworthiness. Tak- 
ing it for granted that I was not mistaken as 
to my spiritual welfare, ‘did I commit sin in 
connecting myself with that church? and did 
a church in the state of New York do wrong 
in receiving me upon. the recommendation of 

that church, and an acquaintance of some six 
months! 

If, on the other hand, I was right, and in an 
humble way doing God's service in that church, 
then why ought I not in connection with the 
church, to ask for, and receive aid from the 
Home Missionary Society? Suppose it had. 
been impossible for us to support eur pastor, 
or to procure a suitable place of worship; 
might we not have asked some assistance from 
the Missionary Society? And should we by 
right have met with a refusal, for such reasons 
as the committee have named? This brings 
forcibly to my mind the western story of the 
aged man who “ came from the way of the wil- 
der ness, and being offered the hospitalities of 
the home of pious Abraham, came very near 
receiving severe chastisement, because he did 
not acknowledge the goodness of the Lord 
when he partook of his repast ; the Lord being 
represented as objecting, saying; “Have 1 
borne with this man these seventy years, and 
couldst not thou bear with him a single night?“ 
The vision which Peter had upon the house-top 
of Simon the tanner, did not more effectually 
teach him nof to call common or unclean, that 
which God had cleansed, than did the influence 
of that church dissipate my objection to be- 
come one of its members. 

I may here state, that though I am now 
connected with the third church, I hgve not 
found in the second or third those whom I 
have regarded with more affection, and none 
where I have more enjoyed the services of the 
sanctuary, than with the first. I know that 
the education of a whole lifetime had wrought 
in those of the first church views on the sub- 
ect of slavery, different from those entertained 
by me ; and although there is a great commotion 
made at the north about slavery, they are merely 
annoyed by it. I believe the arguments 
against the system of slavery rarely reach 
them, so that the “ light of this age” may not 
be so great as supposed.

Sream Fire Enoive.—A Cincinnati paper 
speaks in the highest terms of the experiment 
during the past year, in that city, of using the 
steam fire engine.
